I mutt pafs over fome of the Meafures leading to the 
Treaty of Sevi//e, aud particularly the glorious Expediti- 
on to Spithead, which not only produced this Treaty, and 
preferv’d the Ifland of Famaica, and maintain’d our Soye- 
reignty over the Ocean, but alfo gave fuch Pleafure to our 
People at Home, by the fine Shew they made, and afford- 
ed the Oificers an Opportunity of fhewing their Gallantry 
to the Ladies, by entertaining them with Balls on Board 
their Ships, that I could dwell a Month upon it, for of all 
Expeditions it is my Favourite.

, had to the full, as much Mortification at Home , I was 
m irried to a Woman who was abfurd sige to condemn 
my Paffi ion for State-Affairs, as indifcreet, and not of Cha- 
racter : She reprefented to me, my Affairs fuffered by it, 
nd fhe was. afraid her Chi Idren would meet ™ vith little 
C'omnafion from the Publick, was ruining myfell to ferve. 
i was not entizely infenfible of her Rebuke ; but reecive 
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ing, at that very inftant, the News of the Victory at Bier. 
cignies, I forgot my own private Misfortune in the pub. 
lick Joy, and fet Calemity at Defiance for the Time to 
come. 

In Truth, my Affairs were already beyond Retrieve, 
and what was my Ambition before, became my Amufe- 
ment now : *T'was about this Time, I made Acquaintance 
with Mr. Bickerfaff; and, though I could hardly brook 
his ludicrous Reprefentations, yet, as he feem*d to have 
the Glory of the Nation at Heart, and was as ftrongly 
prejudiced againft the Freazch King as myfelf, I fincerely 
forgave him. *T'was obferv’d of me, that even the Illut- 
trious Naff2u was not more ftrongly bent on humbling the 
Pride of that Monarch, than I ; nothing gave me greater 
Joy than fevere Sarcafm on his il] Suecefs, and pointed In- 


fults on his Perfon and Parts: I was even at the Pains of 


making a Collection of all the Lampoons that were pub- 
lifh’d againft him all over Europe, and was not a little pleas'd 
to fee many of my own procuring among the Number. 
"Tis eafy to imagine, that fuch Zeal as mine could not 
te indulg’d in ‘Things of this Nature at a fmall Expence, 
and a large one my broken Fortune could not bear. Ina 
word, my Credit and the War ended together ; I found 
myfelf and Family turn’d out of Doors, and reduc’d to 
the laft Extremity ; but notwithftanding all my prefent 
Diftrefs, and the Danger even of lofing my Liberty, I 
was abundantly more mortified at the Peace, and the ab- 
folute Overthrow of all my Hopes, to fee Lewzss /e Grand 
at the Feet of the Allies ; than at all my own Domeftick 
Evils, and the irretrievable Ruin of my Affairs. So much 
of the Romans my purfuit of Politicks had infus’d into me, 
fo ftrongly was I influenc’d by the Leve cf my Courtry, 
and fo much was I cevoted to the Patricti/m I had orig! 
nally efpous’d. 

*Tis no Secret, that after this, I glid up and down like 
the Shade of what I was, in great Obfcurity and Wretch- 
ednefs ; and, as my Friend J/aac obferves, that my ufual 
Queftion of what News, was but an Introduction to the 
horrowing cf Half a Crown for a Dinner: Yet, in the 
Midit of ‘this Penury, no body can reproach me with 
Penitence for my former Conduct, or prefume to infim- 
ate, that I was not as deeply concern’d for the Publick- 
Goodasever. No; ‘us well known, ‘my Spirit was not 
to be leveli'd with my Fortune, and I may literally a 
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I was a Patrfotin the Worf of Times : If I could not af- 
ford to maintain my Seat in the Chair as formerly, I con. 
defcended to keep the Door, and ad as Secre: ary to the 
Club : Nay, I had ftill fometimes the Joy of being con- 
fulted on Emergencies, and obferve my Onaies preferv’d 
its ufual Weight ; at the Board: I may even affert, w ith 
Confidence, that I was as much the Sou! of Soci iety as be. 
fore : For, if I could not purchafe Intelligence any ways, 
I lay on the Watch for it my felf, and was in Fact a vo- 
luntary Spy on the Miniftry, ‘for the Service of the Cau fe 
Tis impofftble to enumerate the ‘Toils and Fatigues, the 
Weatchings, Faftings, and other oT I fiftain’d con- 
tinually, “and yet my Refolution remain’d ftedfait, and my 
Heart unbroken, in Expectation of better Times. I mutt 
confefs, my Diligence and Misfortunes together, | had worn 
me to a Skeleton ; I was meagre to 2 Proverb, and never 
ippeared in Publick, without running thro’ the Railery of 
ail I met: The Surgeons offer’d to read Lectures of Am 
tomy over me ; the Painters to make me a Figure at the'r 
Academy for the Study of the Mufcles, with their Power 
and Situation, in all the different Attitudes of a hum 
Body : : The Company of Undertakers would hove hi tbe 
ine as an Original for their Mutes to copy, and, in cale 
of a magnificent Funeral, to act the Part of Death, as an 
additional Decoration to ‘the Solemnity. In short, as Sir 
ichn Falfaff fays, all Men took a Delight to erind at me, 
and Tam at prefent known all over the ‘Town by the Name

Violation of the Cenfitution: But, in the 
‘when thofe Tivo are One) it is the molt cri el invective, 
and moft feandalous Libel, that the moit corrupt Fieart ‘S 
capable of publifhing; for the Auth Dr A ith inv —? 
through the whole Difcourfe, that tue sabia 
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one continued Exercife of Power againft the Coxfsiutior, 
and that the Friends to the One are Enemies to the O. 
ther. 

This, though not the evewed, is the evident Defign of 
the gett es before us; a Defign big with infinite Mit. 
chief ; a Defign to alienate the “Afections of the People 
from his Majefty, and to prepare ther for that Refifance 
which, he fays, they are obliged in Confcience to make, 

vhen the Government attacks or undermines the Contfti- 
tution: ** Though the Con#ffitution, according to him, is 
“¢ far from being brought to that Point of Pe erfettion, to 
‘© which the Revolution ought to have brought it, might 
<< have ices. it, and hath given the Nation a Rig bt ft tp 
“< expe that it fhould be brought. He therefore exhorts 
<< us a do Fuftice to the Confettution, and to form fuch a 
<¢ National Union as will effectually obtain the compleat 
<< Settlement of it; and then clofes with this Hint, That 
“<< the moft groper Se caf n to compleat this Security of our 
<¢ Dibert! ies; is in the Reign of a Prince for whom the 
*¢ Nation hath done fo much, and from whom, by Con- 

¢* fequence, the Nation hath a Right to exped fo : much. 

Thefe are the Two DoGrines which run thr ourh this 
whole Difc courfe, That the Confiturion itfelt, as fettled at 
the Revolution, is very imper fel? ; and yet, imperte ct as it 
is, the Government is its mortal Enemy, by artacking it 
one Way, and uadermining it another: So that we have a 
Right to expe an Amendment of the Conftitution, and am 
Alteration of the Government ; which, if not Bas 
complied with, we are obliged in Confcience to Ref.

a Week before. See the Craft{man of Fan. ro, in which 
are thefe Words. ‘% By the Revo/ution, and the Seti/e- 
‘< ment fince made,’ this State hath received confiderable 
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“to Protection. There are no longer any didden Re- 
“ ferves of Authority to be let out on Occafion, to oyer- 
‘“‘ throw the Rights and Privileges of the People.. The 
‘<< Paws of the Land are known, and they are the /o/e 
“ Springs trom whence the Prince can derive his Preten- 
‘“« fions, and the Peop/e theirs.” Again ‘© Better 
“ Minifiers, and better Kings, may be hereaiter often

Can there be a clearer or frronger Idea of Perfeion con- 
veyed, than in thefe Words?

And, can it be alfo true, that we have a 

Right to expe the Amendment. of this Conftitation; and 

iiand obliged in Confcience to reff, if ’tis not fooa mend- 

cd? What Contrad:&ions are thefe? To affirm in the fame 

thort Difcourfe, and almoft in the fame Breath, That the 

Confitution, as fettled.at. the Revolution, Is the beft that 

can be; and yet fo smperfed, that ’twill tumble down, 

though but juft built, 1f we don’t exert all our Strength 

to fave it; and to fave it too when there hath not been 

one Attack made upon it, nor the leaft Attempt to uader- 

mine it' , 

The Confitution of Engiand, is King, Lords and Com- 
mons making Laws, and the King executing thofe Laws , 
the Executive Power is as effential a Part of the Confitu- 
tion as the Legiflative: The Government itfelf is con/Pita- 
tional; for, while the King executes the Laws which are 
enacted, and never, by any A# of Power, breaks through 

legal Right, He acts up to the Confiitution; nor can bis 
Government ever be faid to be again{ft the Confitution, till 
He invades the Laws, thofe fanding Meafares ot his ACt 
ons, as well as the People’s. To talk, therefore, of the 
Government’s being againft the Confitution , while the 
Laws are facredly and inviolably preferved, 1s a monftrous 
| Solecifm. The Stupidity is equal to the Wickedne/s, 
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If, indeed, the Legiflarure fhould ever be fo corrupt, 
as by any new Laws to fubvert the Defign of all the othe: 
Laws, and render the Secariiy of Perfon and Property lefs 
certain, that would be te Confitution acting againft itfelr, 
or its own greateft Good: And, if King ames IT. could 
have .obtain’d a Parliament to ena¢t it into a Law, that he 
might, by his fo/e /Vid/ and Pleafure, di/per/e with all the 
Laws, that would have been the Confitution deftroying ir- 
felt. 

But the Revolution hath provided againft all the great 
Evils flowing from Princes of arbitrary Views and wicked 


Minifters ; the Provifion cannot be greater: For a King-

without diveiting other Parts of more Troops, than he 
can at prefent well fpare, efpecially as the Jimperial/Towns 
ate all in a miferable forlorn Condition ; and, on the con- 
trary, thofe belonging to France are’ provided with all 
Neceffaries, and in’a perfect State of Defence. 


SPAIN and PORTUGAL. 


HE_ King of Spain continues to be indefatigable 
T in his Application to Bufinefs. There’ begins to | 
appecr a Diftruft of the King of Portuga/, at the Court of 
Modrid, and as it is feared his Inclinations are not ver 
favourable towards the Grand Alliance, the Fortificati- 
ons on the Frontiers of that Bi FegsOr are putting into a 
State of Defence. But the moft extraordinary Piece of 
News, and at which the Court of Madrid is moft. di- 
fturbed, is a Report which has obtained Credit for fome 
Days paft, that the late Duke de Riperda, who was not 
Ione fince the firft Minilter of Spain, but who is at pre- 
fent a Mahometan, 1s going to lay Siege to Centa, at the 
Head of 80,000 Men, and has promifed the King of Mo- 
‘ecro to reduce that City. The enterprizing Genius of 
this Gentlemaa, is fo well-known, and fo much dreaded 
i Spain, that ’tis faid the 12,000.

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Rome and ITALY. 


HE Marthal de Villars is returned to Milan, from 
the Vifit he had been to make Don Carlos, at Par. 
ma, highly fatisfied with the Reception he met with from 
this young Prince, and with the Prefent he made him, of 
the King and Queen of Spain's Pictures, painted by a 
mafterly Hand, and enriched with Diamonds, in the Naine 
of their Catholick Majefties ; to which he added for hirm- 
felf his own Piéture, with a fine Sword and a Snuff-Box 
of great Value. 
he firft Inftant a Battery began to fire againft the 
Caftle of Zortona, and the next Day two others, making 
together 20 Pieces of Cannon, and r4 Mortars. 

A Man of War is arrived at Leghorn from Cadiz, with 
4,000,000 of Piafters to pay the Spani/o Army, and 30,000 
Piftoles for the Charges of Don Carios’s Expedition. This 
Prince departed from Parmaz, the firft Inftant, and is 
gone to Florence, to také Leave of the Grand Duke, from

The King of Serdizia now takes upon him the Title of 
Duke of Mi/an, and, as fuch, has publifhed an Edict to 
recal all his new Vaffals, who are in the Service of his 
Enemies, of whatever Quality or Condition, and threat- 
ning them with Confifcation of their Eftates and Chattels, 
and to treat them as Rebels, if they do not return, with. 
m the Space of two Months. |

IS Imperial Majefty’s Troops, now actually on 
H Footing, exclufive of thofe of his Allies, and ot 
Foreigners in his Pay, are faid to be as follows : In Hur- 
gery, Tranfylvenia, and Silefiz, 30,000, in Lunenburgh ara 
the Low-Countries 23,000, in Naples and Sicrly, pe ily 
in the Garrifon of Friberg and Brifac, 6,000, in Mantua, 
14,000, and on the Rhine or now marching into Jta/y, 
84,000 ; in all 180,000 Men. a 

Count Daun, late Governor of Mi/an, behaves himiet 
very haughtily under his Difgrace ; He will by no Means 


be perfuaded, that the Lofs of fey to the Empire is owing 
° to 
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to any Malverfation of his in his Govérnment: And there- 
fore demands, in a high Strain, to have Commiffioners 
appointed to examine into his Conduct; that he may be 
either punifhed, if guilty, or, if innocent, cleared from all 
Imputation. 

Prince Eagene is preparing to depart from Vienna for 
the Rhine, by the latter End of this Month, and is to be 
efcorted thither by his own Regiment of Dragoons. 

‘Tho’ the Defigns of the Court of Pra are yet kept 
fo fecret, that it is next to an Impoffibility to fpeak of 
them with any Certainty, it is confidently reported at Ber- 
/in that the King has declared to the Magiftrates of Dant- 
zick, he will ftand by them as Protector of thar Ciry : 
At leaft it is certain that feveral Regiments are ordered to 
march into Polifh Pruffia. 

The Queen of King dagufas, and Prince Hevier, her 
Son, are expected very quickly back again at Dre/Jea. 


POLAND, SWEDEN, ead the NORTHERN PoOwERs. 


ING Augufius, with his whole Court, are expected at 

H arfaw, to refide in thatCity, by the Middle of March 
at tartheit ; if the Poles, of the other Party, who pretend 
they fhall be, by that Time on Horfeback, to a Man, do 
not difpute this Paflage. ‘The Dyet of Coronation at Cra- 
cow is not feperared, as was.reported, but how long the Con- 
federacy will be continued is yet uncertain. ‘The Univerfa- 
lia for notifying the King’s Coronation to the feveral Diftricts 
and Palatinate of the Kingdom, will be very {peedily pub- 
lithed. There are private Letters which fay, that the 
Polifh Troops commanded by the Palatine of Ceersko teil 


upon the Rear-Guard of the Ruffian Army, near Maricn- 


werder, and obtained a confiderable Advantage over them, 
and that having made many of the Ruffians Prifoners, they 
had found Means to convey them into Dastzick. 

The Governour of Reval having recefw’d Orders from 
Petersburg to equip. fome Frigates, which are to fail forth- 
with to the Mouth of the/7/u/a, has the Appearance as if 
they were refolved to block up King Saai/lous in Dant- 
zick, by Land and-by Sea... 

The King of Sweden, has given Orders for a Fleet of 
13 Men of War to be ready to put to Sea at an Hour's 
Warning : Anda Body of ‘Troops is detach’d towards the 


Sea-coaft, but for what Service 1s not yet known, fe, = 
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mean Time there vifibly appears, a very ftrong A ffeGion 
for King Staniflaus throughout the whole Kingdom: And 
a great Number of Officers, fome of whom ferved under 
the late King, Charles XII. in Poland, are preparing to 
go, with the King’s Permiflion, to Dantzick: There ap- 
pears as great a Tendency in the young Nobility of Swe- 
den, for the fame Service. 

Notwithftanding the near Approach of the Ruffian; to- 
wards Dentgick, the Inhabitants of that Place feem far 
from believing that the Affairs of King Sraniffeus are def. 
perate. ‘The firft Column of thefe ‘Troops, under the 
Command of General Lefci, and the fecond commanded 
by Prince Boratinski, entered upon the ‘Territories of that 
City on the 2d Inftant, to the Number as is faid of 60,000 
Men, and took their Quarters at and near the Village of 
Marienwerder. ‘The Magiftracy affembling, upon this 
News, unanimoufly refolved to defend the City, and wait 
the utmoft Extremity, rather than furrender to the Ru/- 
fians, and they confented to truft the Care of their Out- 
works to the Troops which King Steniffaus has raifed, 
under certain Conditions ; For the Performance of which 
the King of France is Guarantee. One Article of that 
Treaty is, that thefe Troops, tho’ paid by King Staz:/laus, 
fhall take anjOath to the City. Prince Czartorinsk has 
refign’d his Regiment of Crown Guards, and the Chancel- 
lor of Lithuania is retired to Coffin in Pomerania. ‘Three 
frigates lie ready in the Harbour of Dazatzick to fail ata 
Moments Warning.

PARIS. 


ISTOIRE Ancienne des Eeyhtiens, &e. (That is, 
The Anctent Hiftory of the Egyptians, €&%c.) by Mr. 
Rollia, Vol. iV. 

This Volume contains the Hiftory of 28 Years, the 
firft eight of which conclude the Peloponncfian War, and 
the other twenty give an Account of the moft memora- 
ble Events, which happened till the r7th Year of the 
Reign of Artaxerxes. Mnemon, two Years after the Peace 
of antalcides, or trom A. M. 35091, to 3619. Our Av- 
thor has divided this Volume into five Parts. The firft 
brings the Grecran Hiftory, from the Defeat of the Athe- 
nians in Sict/y, down to the Beginning of the Reign of 
Agefilaus, King of Sparta. ‘The fecond gives an Account 
of the Expedition of Cyrus, the younger, againft his Bro- 
ther Ariaxerxes, and of the Retreat of 10,000 Grecians, 
fo famous in Hiftory. The third contains what paffed af. 
ter the Return of the Grecians, to the Death of Carien 
Datame. The fourth gives us an Abridgment of the Life 
cf Socrates, with his Sentence and Death: And, in the 
fitth, we have the Manners and Cuftoms of the Greciazs, 
epiecially the Arhensans and Lacedemonians. 

The Defeat of the Athenians in Sicily was foon followed 
by the Revolt of almoft all their Allies. On the other 
FHiand, Alcibiades, who, having incurred the Difpleafure 
ot Jcis, King ot Lecedemonic, faw there was no longer 
#uy Salety for him among that People, had, by- his inf. 
huating “Palent, worled himfelf into. tue Favour of 71/@- 
piornes, Satrapes, or Governour of Sardis, for the King 
of Ferfa. By his artful and taking Carriage he foon en 
g-ged hun to favour the Arbenians, in Prejudice to the 
‘geedemonians. Vhet good Offices rendered by an Exile 
t) bis Fellow-Citizens, gave his Friends an Opportunity 
to pave the Way for his Return, which he let them 
know he was willing to do, on Condition the Atheatans 
would change their Form of Governmeut into an Arifto- 
cracy; and aflured them at the fame ‘Time that he would 
procure them the Alliance of the King of Perfie, who 
woule te more inclinaMe te treat with, and have a great- 
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for their Levity and Inconftancy. This Propofal did nor, 
at firft, meet with the expected Approbation, but the un- 
happy Circumftances of the Republick, at that Time, laid 
them under a Neceffity of giving Ear to any Thing, that 
carried with it but the leaft Appearance of retrieving 
them. Four Hundred Perfons were invefted with the 
fupream Authority: -But their tyrannical and defpotick 
Government foon excited the Soldiery to depofe them, 
which facilitated the Recall of A/citiades ; who was imme- 
diately declared Generaliffimo by the whole Army. After 
feveral confiderable Exploits, he returned in Triumph to 
Athens, and was received by his Countrymen with all pof- 
fible Marks of Joy and Gratitude. 

The firft Thing he did was to defire a general Affem- 
bly, where, knowing the Strength of his Influence, and 
that nothing would be denied him, he demanded to be 
heard, in his own Defence, againft all that had been, or 
could be laid to his Charge. He was fenfible how necet- 
fary it was to be diftinguifhed in Form, and was willing 
to embrace this Opportunity of obtaining, what, at an- 
other Time, might meet with Difficulty. His Speech to 
the Athenians, on that Occafion, had its defired Effect, 
they appointed him General of all their Forces, both by 
Land and Sea, and reftored him his whole Eftate. He 
celebrated the Grand Myfteries, with a Shew of extraor- 
dinary Devotion, and. then fetting Sail with his Fleet, 
which confifted of a Hundred Gallies, he fteered his 
Courfe towards Andros. On the other Hand, the Lacede- 
monians, who dréaded this Event, and were alarmed at 
the Succefs of Adibiades, pitched upon Ly/ander, a Sea- 
Otficer of great Experience, to be their A dmiral. A/cr- 
bi2des being obliged to go to Phocara in lonia, to raife 
fome Money, for the Payment of his Men, left the Com- 
mand of his Fleet to Antiochus. Before his Departure, he 
gaye him exprefs Orders not to engage the Enemy in his 
Abfence. Antiochus, proud of his Command, and ambi- 
tious of gaining Renown by a bold Atrempt, infulted the 
Lacedemcntan Kleet, upon which a tharp Engagement be- 
tween the two Fleets enfued. ‘This Battle was fought 
near Fpkefus, to the Difadvantage of the Athenians, who 
lot fifteen of their Gallies. Ztrafybulus, an inveterate 
Enemv of Alcibiades, took this Opportuni y to throw the 
whole Odium of the Mifcarriage upon him, and he urged 
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The Athenians, according to their accuftomed Levity, 
divefted Alcibiades of his Employ, and appointed ten 
Commanders in his Place. 

Thr Lacedemonians, in like Manner, removed Ly/aader, 
and nominated Ce//icratidas in his Room. ‘This new Ad- 
miral, who was an Officer of unqueftionable Fame, as 
well in his moral, as his military Capacity, gained feve. 
ral Advantages over the Athenians: Bat, in the fix and 
twentieth Year of the Peloponnefian War, Fortune forfook 
him. He had purfued Conon into the Harbour of Mity. 
dene, and there blocked him up. Conon, being thus di- 
ftreffed, difpatched a Meffenger to Athens, from whence 
he foon got a Reinforcement of x10 Gallies, and 40 more 
came to them from Samos. A Battle between the two 
Fleets followed foon after, between Mity/ene and Cuma, 
in which the Lacedemonians were defeated, above feventy 
of their Gallies either funk or taken, and their General, 
Ca/iicratidas, kille@.. 

The Athenians did not long enjoy their Triumph ; but, 
on the contrary, foon paid dear for this Advantage. Ly- 
fander, atthe Defire of the Peloponnefians, was again made 
Admiral of the Lacedemonian Pleet ; and Cyrus, the King 
of Perfia’s youngeft Son, not only furnifhed him witha 
large Sum of Money, to anfwer the Charge of his Expe- 
dition, but promifed him a farther Supply. His firft En. 
terprize was againft Lamp/acus, which he befieged and 
took. While he lay at Anchor before that Town, the 
Athenian Fleet under the Command of Conon, came to 
Aigos-Potames, and faced him. He, at firft, made a Shew 
of declining the Fight; which puffed the Arhemians up 
with an Affurance of Succefs, in which, however, they 
foon found themfelves miftaken. ‘Their too great Affu- 
rance betrayed them into a groundlefs Security. The 
Lacedemonians fell upon them when they leaft expected 
it, and, finding them unprepared, foon obtained a com- 
pleat Victory. Conon himfelf efcaped, but all the other 
Generals were made Prifoners, with 3000 of the Arhen'- 
ens, who were all killed, and the whole Fleet was Ce- 
ftroyed. This fignal Victory was gained, with very lit- 
tle Lofs on the Spertan Side, within the Space of an 
Hour ; and this Event put an End to one of the moft ce- 
lebrated Wars, which we find recorded in Hiftory, 3 
War which had lafted 27 Years. Ly/ander purfued his 
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Conqueit, and, cruifing along the Coaft, obliged the Arhe- 
aians every where to fly to their Capital City. 

The News of this Misfortune no fooner reached /- 
thens, than a general Confternation was feen throughout 
the whole City. It was in Council refolved, that all the 
Gates, excepting one, fhould be clofed up, and all poffi- 
ble Preparations were made for maintaining a Siege. Thefe 
Precautions foon became neceflary; for Agis and Peufa- 
nias, fenfible of the Confufion which muft of Courfe reign 
in Athens, marched thither with all their Forces. Lyfan- 
der came, at the fame Time, with a Hundred Gallies in- 
to the Pir@um, and cut off all Communication with the 
Town. 

Athens was now befieged: both by Land and Sea, and 
reduced to the greateft Extremity. In this Diftrefs they 
had no Remedy but to putchafe Peace at any Rate. The 
fent an Ambafly to /gis, and offered to part with all 
they had elfe in their Power, provided they might keep 
their City and Port: But this would not do, the Lacede: 
monians ftood upon higher Terms. In fhort, after feve. 
ral Negociations, they propofed, that the Arhenians fhould 
raze the Fortifications of the Pir@um, and the long Wall 
which joined the City and the Port; that they thould 
keep only twelve Gallies, fhould quit all the Towns they 
had in their Poffeflion, recal their Exiles, and enter into 
an Alliance, offenfive and defenfive, with the Lacedemo- 
nians. Upon thefe, and only thefe Tetms they offered 
to make Peace, and raife the Siege. Hard Conditions for 
the Athenians ! But it was not for them, at that Time, to 
debate, they were forced to accept of the Propofals. 
Lyfander entered the Port and landed; and the Fortifica- 
tions were demolifhed, tnder Sound of Trumpets, and o- 
ther mufical Inftruments. He changed their Form of Go- 
vernment, and eftablifhed thirty Archons, or chief Magi- 
ftrates, who in the Sequel proved fo many Tyrants. He 
fent away Gylippy with the Spoils of Athens, which 
were yery confiderable, to Lacedemonia ; And thus ended 
the Pelepnonefian Wat. About this Time likewife died 
Darius-Nethus, King of Perfia, after a nineteen Years 
Reign. He was facceeded by Ar/aces, who is called, by 
Plutarch, Arficas; wut himfelf took the Name of Artax- 
erxes. 

We comme now to the Niath Book of this Work, the 


firft Chapter of which contains an Account of the ye 
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fiick Troubles, which happened at the Court of Perfaz, 


at the Beginning of the Reign ot Artaxerxes Mnemon ; the. 


Death of Alcibiades, of whofe Virtues and Vices our Hitto- 
rian gives a large Account; the Horrid Cruelties of the 


thirty Tyrants at Atheas, who caufed Theramenas one of 


their Companions to be put to Death, becaufe he was an 
Enemy to their violent Proceedings ; the nobleft and made 
by Thra/ybulus, at the Head of fome of the Athenian Ci- 
tizens ; the Deftruction of the thirty Tyrants ; the Re- 
eftabliihment of Liberty at Athens, the Intriegues of Ly- 
fander to Place himfelt on the Throne of Lecedomonia. 
To begin with Artaxerxes, furnamed Mnemon, on Ac- 
count of his prodigious Memory, he came to the Crown 
A. M. 3600, and 404 Years before Chriff. Cyrus his 
Brother, who was a Prince of an unbounded Ambition, 
being enraged that he had loft all Hopes of wearing a 


Crown, which he thought his Right, formed a Delign of 


affaflicating his Brother Artaxerxes in the ‘Temple, at the 
Ceremony of his Inauguration. ‘The Plot being difcover- 
ed, by a Confident of the Traytor’s, the King caufed him 
to be feized, and condemned him, according to his De- 
ferts, to a fhameful Death: But his Mother Pary/atis, 
wrought fo much upon him by her Tears and Entrea- 
ties, that his Sentence was commuted into a kind of Ba- 
nifhment, and he was immeditaely fent into the Leffr- 
Afia, where he became Governor, and ruled with an ab- 
folute Authority. Artaxerxes had married Statira, a La- 
dy of an exquifite Beauty, the Daughter of Hidarnes, a 
Perfian, of great Diftinction. About the fame Time, her 
Brother Teritenchmes, married Herneffris, the prefent 
King’s Sifter, and fucceeded to his Father’s Poft,- of Go- 
yernour of one of the chief Provinces of the Empire. 
Statira had a Sifter, whofe Name was Rexanaz, no Way 
inferior to her in Beauty. For her their Brother Zers- 
tenchmes conceived a criminal Paffion, and in order to 
gratifie it with the greater Freedom, refolved upon the 
Death of his Wife. The Confpiracy being difcovered to 
Darius, he prevailed upon Udjafes, who had been [et into 
the Secret, to prevent one Murder by another. He was 
eafily perfuaded to difpatch Teritenchmes; and, as a Re- 
ward for the Affaffination, the Government of the de- 
ceafed was conferred upon him. -This done, the whole 
Family of Hidarnes was delivered into the Hands of Pary- 
fatis, the Mother of Harnefris, who caufed Roxana _ 
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be fawn afunder, and all the reft, Szztira only excepred, 
to be put to Death. ‘That Princefs no fooner faw her 
Husband on the Throne, than the perfuaded hiin to deli- 
ver Udiafies into her Power, and put him to Death, with 
the moft exquifite Torments, that Cruelty and Revenge 
could devife. 

Cyrus, the younger, being, in the mean Time, refol- 
yed to dethrone his Brother, treated privately with the 
General of the Lacedemonians, to raife him a Body of 
Troops, under the Pretext of a War in Thrace. Alci- 
biades {aw into this Affair, and was actually on his Jour- 
ney to the Perfian Court to give Information of it, when 
the thirry Tyrants, who were fure Friends to the Lace- 
demonians at Athens, being jealous of his fuperiour Ta- 
lents, infinuated to their Mafters, that if A/cibiades lived, 
their Fall was inevitable. oe difpatched therefore a 
Meflenger to Pharnabaces, in whofe Province he at that 
‘Time was, entreating him to rid them of him. at any 
Rate, and their Requeft was complied with. The Rufi- 
ans who were employed to dijpatch this great Man, had 

ot Courage enough to enter the Houfe where he was, 
and, therefore, having placed themfelves round it, fet 
Firs to it on every Side. Alcibicdes rufhed out, with 
Sword in Hand, through the midft of tbe Flames, and 
the Villains falling back, plied him with Darts and Ar- 
rows, and left him dead on the Place. | 

Our Author after having given a Character of Acibia- 
des, Part of which our Readers have feen in a former Ex- 
tract, proceeds to give an Account of the Troubles at 
Athens. The Council of thirty, who had been eftablithed 
there by Ly/ender, governed in fo cruel and tyrannical a 
Manner ; that, in eight Years Time, according to Xeny- 
phon, they had put more Men to Death, by the Hands 
of the Executioner, than the Enemy had deftroyed in 
thirty. Theremenes, one of the Number, being a Man of 
ftri Honour, and a Lover of his Country, openly op- 
pofed the Behaviour of his Comrades. This was enouz. 
to draw their heavieft Difpleafuré upon him, and they ac- 
cordingly accufed him, before the Senate, of an Attempt 
to fubvert the Government. He made fo gallant a De- 
fence, that he was regis yom and A semen 
‘till Critias, his profeffed moft inveterate Enemy, in- 
carragead aia te sedings of the Court, and in his own 
Name, as well as #f the Name . Colleagues, wae 
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ced Sentence of Death againft Aim. Socrates, alone ven. 
tured to ttand up, and fpeak in his Favour, but he was 
foon filenced by the. Soldiers, who wete placed there by 
Critias, for that Purpofe. Theramenes.was led to Execu- 
tion, and drinking the Poifon, with great Compofednefs 
and Prefence of Mind, expired. ‘The Tyrants, having 
removed:this Obftacle, kept no longer any Meafures, but 
ran into the moft outrageous Extravagances, till Thra/y- 
bolus, a Man of peculiar Merit; followed by the moft con- 
fiderable of the Citizens, undertook the Defence of their 
Country. ‘They made themfelves Mafters of the Piraum, 
where they engaged the Tyrants, and gained a compleat 
Victory. The thirty were: expelled the City, and ten 
Perfons appointed in their Room, but their Conduct pro- 
ved as irregular as that of their Predeceffors. Hereupon 
the Exiles were recalled; and a general Amnefty being 
publifhed, the old Form: of Government was reftored. 
Phe ancient Laws were again put in Execution, and the 
Officers were nominated in the accuftomed Manner. 
Our Author comes now to Lyfender, who as he had 
a principal:Hand in the- great Actions, which had raifed 
the Glory of the Lecedemonians to fo eminent a Pitch, 
was himiclf arrived to a Dégree of Authority and 
Power never before known in Sparta. His Succets and 
Advancement, had however, fo corrupted his Morals, 
that, according to Péiuterch, whom Monfieur Roilin fol- 
lows, he was made up of Pride and ‘Vanity, Perfidioul- 
nefs, Tyranny and Perjury, Cruelty, Revenge, Injuftice and 
Oppreflion. Pharnabages was the firft, who, wearied 
with Ly/ender’s Abufe of. the Power. he was entrufted 
with, entered his‘Complaint againft him at Sparta, upon 
which, (he being then-in the waaay La the Ephori recal- 
led him. He had not, -however, been long at Sparta, be- 
fore under Prétence of performing fome Vows which he 
had bound himfelf to before his Battles, he got Leave to 
depart again, to vifit the Temple of Fapiter Ammon.

It is very rare that we hayé an Opportunity of giving 
an Account of Books' printed in Stzim; nor; indeed, is 
it any great Lofs to the Publick, “if we may give Credit 
to what Mr.- Mayans fays in one of his’ Letters, to 
Profefior Menthég; the late ingenions and laborious Au- 
thor of the Atta Eruditorum Lipfenfia. This great Man, 
who was particularly careful, ‘during the whole Courfs 
of a long Life, to correfpond with the moft learned Men 
of all Nations, wrote to Mr. Mayans, and begged of him 
to inform him of what Books were printed “in Spain, 
that might be worth his mentioning, and making Ab 
ftracts from his Literary Journal. Our Auther, 1 
his Anfwer to him, as well as in feveral others of his 
Letters, fays, that_a prodigious Number of Books are 
printed in Spain, and efpecially at Madrid; for the Truth 
of which he appeals to the Spamifo Gazetts, which are 
crowded with the Titles of them: But adds he; they are 
fuch poor Performances, that few or none of them wit! 
bear the Reading, for a Man of any tolerable Know- 
ledge and Tafte of Books. ‘The Sciences, fays he, are 
but meanly cultivated in Spain.- Not but that there arc 
Perfons enough who have a very good natural Genius a’! 
Capacity, as well as an Inclination for Study: But.the 
Means are wanting: ‘There are no Mafters, no Guides 
to lead them into the proper Way to attain their Fads : 
Or if, by good Fortune, they are fo happy to get over 
this Bar to Improvement, they foon meet with others 
It is no uncommon Thing, fays our Author, to meet 
with Men of very good Parts, who have laid a good 
Ground-work for a Competency of Learning, and would 

ladly raife the Superftructnre ; but who have fo very 
ittle more than the common Neceffaries of Life, that they 
want wherewithal to provide Books: And hefides, as ap 
other great Difcouragement of Learning, they are fure 
before-hand, they muft never expect any Rewards for 
their Labours. Another great Obftacle to the Increafe 
of Learning in Spain is, according to our A uthor, the ex- 
tream Rigour O the Inguifition, 1 their Examination oO; 
Books offered to Sale ; and by their prohibiting the Rea- 
ding and the Vent of moft Books imported from Foreig 
Parts, either becaufe they are written by Hereticks, \s 
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by Catholicks, who may not happen to be exactly in the 
fame Way of Thinking with the Lords Jnguifitors. 

Our Author has fo mean aa Opinion of the Counte- 
nance and Encouragement given to Men of Learning in 
feels, that he —— fit to go to France for a Mecenas. 

e has dedicated this Collection of Letters to Cardinal 
Fleury, and in his Dedication gives him a Sketch of the 
unhappy State of a Man who aims at Learning in Spain. 
With Regard to’himfelf, he fays, that becaufe he is 
known to be a Lover and Favourer of Letters, he is con- 
demned by his Countrymen to a State of Ofracifm(a.) a 
Punithment fome would think ignominious, but which 
ke efteems a Glory.

Refraction of the Rays of Light. Mr. Petit, whofe Stu- 
dy has been in a particular Manner applied to the Eye, 
has been at the Troubleof meafuring thefe two Convexities 
in a great many Creatures, and for the Satisfaction of the 
Curious has given two Tables, -in one of which ate the 
Dimenfions and Weight of the Chryfailine Humour in. a 
Man’s Eye, at the different Periods of Life ; and the o- 
ther contains the like Obfervations on that of feveral Ox- 
en. The Cap/ula is the Membrane, in which the Chry- 


fralline Humours is enclofed ; But it is fo extraordinary 


thin, that fome otherwife very learned Anatomifts, have 
queftioned whether it has any Exiftence at all. Our Phy- 
ficians feems, however, to wonder at this; Becaufe it is 
not only mentioned but defcribed by Galen, and many 0- 
thers. In Oxen, Horfes and Sheep it is very vifible, but 
is not fo eafily found in the Eye of Man. The Ciliary 
Ligament, is joined to the Fore-part of this Cap/ula by 
certain Fibres and lymphatick Veflels. Mr. Perit, affures 
us he has always found this Membrane tranfprrent, even 
tho’ there has been a Cataract. 

One would naturally conclude, that there muft be fome 
Veffels of Communication between the Cap/u/a and the 
Chryfalline Humour, but, if we may believe Mr. Petit, 
there is no fuch Thing. The latter, however, imbibes 
the Lympha diffafed in the former: And when this Fluid 
fails the Chryfalline Humour becomes dark and hard, 1n- 
fomuch that it is eafily reducible to Powder. ‘The Cap- 
fula is, therefore, properly fpeaking, the Refervoir of the 
nutritive Juices of the Chryfalline Humotr, and is of 
great Service to it, by keeping it fat in the eitreous Au- 
mour, like a Jewel in its Socket, and by feparating it from 
the aqueous Humours, which, if it were fuffered to fow in 
upon it, would caufe it to fwell. In the Humane Yye
